GWYN Prosser has called for the 
resignation of Dover Harbour 
Board’s chief executive in the dis¬ 
pute over job privatisation plans. 

The Labour MP for Dover and Deal attacked 
Bob Goldfield after the leak of a letter from 
ferry operators stating their “serious concerns” 
about the outsourcing of 190 landside jobs. 

Mr Prosser said: “After the publication of the 
ferry operators’ letter, I think Mr Goldfield 
should consider his position.” 

In the letter, sent in September to harbour 
board chairman Bob Dibble, P&O, Seafrance 
and Norfolkline called the decision to out¬ 
source a “misrepresentation” and claimed the 
board was “abusing its dominant position”. 

Mr Prosser has now written to 
Mr Dibble, calling for Mr Goldfield to resign. 

He wrote: “For two months the board has 
insisted the reason for outsourcing port work 
was because current arrangements were 
unacceptable to ferry companies and to other 
port users because they were uncompetitive. 

“However, the explosive letter written by the 
ferry bosses and leaked to Lloyds List has 
blown their case completely out of the water.” 

But Mr Goldfield cormtered suggestions that 
the ferry operators were against the plans. 

He said: “That letter was sent in September. 
Since then many of the issues have been 
resolved. They agree in principle with the deci¬ 
sion.” 

He also criticised union officials from Unite. 

“They are advising their members very 
badly. Transfers will go ahead and the indus¬ 
trial action is pointless.” 

Members are taking further strike action on 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday.

Pier's 'icing on 
the cake' cafe 
officially opens

THE greatly-anticipated 
cafe-bar on Deal pier has 
been opened by the Lord 
Warden of the Cinque 
Ports. 

Admiral the Lord Boyce joined 
other officials from aroimd the dis¬ 
trict on Friday to look around the 
new building, which features edge 
walls made of glass offering visitors 
views of the sea and Deal’s coastline. 

The contemporary structure is 
part of Dover District Council’s £1.35 
million transformation of the pier 
and was designed by renowned 
architects Niall McLaughlin and 
built by Barwick Construction Ltd. 

Cllr Paul Watkins, leader of the 
council, remembers the original 
opening of the pier by the Duke of 
Edinburgh on November 19,1957. 

He said: “I was a yormg boy when it 
was originally built. 

“This new building is magnificent 
and it will further add to the regen¬ 
eration of Deal 

“I expect it to win national and 
international awards for its design 
and innovation.” 

The pier, which celebrated its 50th 
birthday last year, is one of only two 


surviving piers in Kent, with the 
other being in Herne Bay. 

Admiral the Lord Boyce said: “This 
is the only one to have been built 
since the Second World War or to 
have been refurbished like this. 

“It’s a remarkable feature on this 
coastline and it’s great the cormcil 
has put this money in so we have 
this iconic architecture. 

‘We now have the icing on the cake 
with this striking design.” 

The cafe-bar, which is now open to 
the public, is being run by Jasin 
Kaplan who owns The Telegraph 
Chippie in the town. 

Chairman of the council, Bernard 
Butcher, said: ‘With all the piers that 
are vanishing in the country it’s 
appropriate DDC made this a num¬ 
ber one priority.” 

Facilities at the pier have been 
upgraded with new lighting and sur¬ 
facing and the cafe-bar boasts a 
number of environmentally friendly 
features. 

Cllr Nigel Collor, DDC cabinet 
member for access and property 
management, said: “This work repre¬ 
sents a major boost for Deal seafront, 
for the town and for the district. 

“It will help us all enjoy the full 
advantages that make the pier area 
in Deal so attractive to visitors and 
local people.”

More of us are 
re-wrapping 
unwanted gifts

A THIRD of people in Dover have 
admitted giving away past un¬ 
anted gifts disguised as new ones 
at Christmas. 

Research by shopping website magazinesby 
mail.net revealed there are more than 14,000 
“home-shoppers” in the district, choosing to re¬ 
wrap their presents from previous years and 
hand them over supposedly new. 

And with pressures of the credit crunch 
looming, studies showed significant cutbacks 
will be made in the town this year. 

In 2007, people hving in the district spent an 
average of £370 on presents, totalling £16 
million. This year, however, shoppers plan to 
cut back on spending to £150 on purchases, 
making a total saving of £6 million. 

And according to studies, many will be sav¬ 
ing pennies by “recycling” unwanted gifts. 

Nicola Rowe, from magazinesbymail.net, 
said: “We all like to think our presents will be 
appreciated. However, 85 per cent of people 
admit to receiving unwanted gifts which they 
sell, throw out or re-gift to family and friends.” 


Thrifty shoppers in the town spoke to 
Yourdover about re-using gifts during tough 
economic times. 

Resident Jason Smith said: “I usually give 
them to charity or I guess you could sell them 
on eBay. I’d never judge someone for giving 
away something they were not going to use, 
especially if they are struggling with money.” 

Shoppers Charlotte Martin and Aaron 
Gilbert also thought that it was a good idea. 

“We don’t usually do it although if you’re 
having money problems it’s not a bad thing to 
do. I did give my mmn some smellies last year 
that I didn’t want.” 


But others disagreed that it was a shrewd 
money-saving move, calling it “mean”. 

Dover mother Tina Ellenor said: “I’d never 
recycle presents. My children would take 
unwanted gifts to the Christmas fair or I’d give 
it to my daughter. 

“It’s seems a bit mean and what happens if 
you end up giving it back to the person who 
gave it to you originally?” 

Resident Pat Gregory said: “It’s the thought 
that counts and there are lots of shops here 
where you can get something for very little. 

“One of the problems these days is people 
expect so much.” 


Community tackles

Ferry wortei-s 
await decision 
over their jobs 

THE Speedferries vessel Speed One 
has been released fix)m the compound 
in Boulogne and brought back to the 
UK 

The fast-ferry has been taken to 
Tilbury and will remain there until a 
decision is made on the future of the 
company, which went into admini¬ 
stration two weeks ago. 

Administrators Ernst and Young 
have taken over the management of 
SpeedFerries and are looking into 
selling the business and its assets. 

Up to 150 staff are currently wait¬ 
ing to find out what the future holds 
for them and whether their jobs will 
be secure. 

The only SpeedFerries craft, the 
Speed One, was detained in Boulogne 
by French port officials for non-pay¬ 
ment of tax on Thursday, November 6. 

It later emerged that the firm also 
owed Dover Harbom Board a six- 
figure sum for use of the Western 
Docks, although the board refused to 
reveal the exact amount. 

The company announced that it 
had gone into administration on 
Thursday, November 13. 

AU crossings have been cancelled, 
but customers are being advised to 
hold on to any pre-booked tickets. 

An update on the situation was due 
to be be made today. 


French company 
offers new sea 
route to Dieppe 


A NEW ferry service is being 
launched in February, giving pas¬ 
sengers more choice in their travel 
plans. 

French operator LD Lines will 
offer its passengers the option of 
travelling to the Port of Dieppe over 
the usual destinations of Calais, 
Boulogne and Dunkerque. 

It will run a fom-and-a-quarter 
hour daily service on its vessel 
Seven Sisters, which can carry 52 
freight vehicles, 300 cars and up to 
600 passengers. 

LD Lines’ managing director 
Christophe Santoni said: “Freight 
and tomist customers will be saving 
250km drive time by using this 
service, compared to driving to west¬ 
ern France from the short sea chan¬ 
nel ports. 

“Haulage companies will be able 
to reduce fuel consumption and 
their drivers can have an important 
rest break, not only on board ship 


during the crossing, but they can 
also utilise a dedicated freight vehi¬ 
cle parking facility in the Dieppe 
port area.” 

An introductory fare of £30 one 
way for a car and four passengers 
will be available. 

Mr Santoni said: “The Dover 
Strait is the biggest ferry market in 
the world and we have identified for 
some time that this new route 
would be a commercial advantage 
for LD Lines to provide a network 
on the western Channel and Dover 
Strait.” 

With the new route tourists will 
be able to travel easily to the 
Normandy region of northern 
France. 

The company will also be opening 
a new Dover to Boulogne service 
from July 1, 2009.

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Eastern Docks 
cocaine haul 
trucker jailed 

A LORRY driver from Folkestone has 
been jailed for more than seven years after 
attempting to smuggle £480,000 of cocaine 
through the Port of Dover. 

Mason Stephens, 33, of St Michael 
Street, was formd with 9.9kg of the drug 
at the Eastern Docks on July 30 by UK 
Border Agency officers. 

They discovered a holdall which con¬ 
tained cocaine in tape-wrapped packages 
hidden beneath clothes in the cab locker of 
the lorry. 

Stephens was arrested and the case was 
passed to HM Revenue and Customs for 
further investigation. He admitted the 
attempted importation at Canterbury 
Crown Court and was sentenced on Friday 
last week to seven years and three months 
in prison.

Cross-channel support 
for Olympic torch bid

THE new mayor of Calais has 
backed calls for the Olympic torch 
to arrive in Britain through Dover - 
but wants it to end its Continental 
European journey at the French 
port. 

Local authority groups and MPs have all 
called for the flame to enter Britain in the shad¬ 
ow of the White Cliffs, as it did the last time the 
Games were held in the UK 60 years ago. 

And now Natacha Bouchart, the mayor of 
Dover’s twin town, also said she was behind the 
plans. 

Speaking exclusively to KOS Media at the 
launch of a programme of Christmas festivities 
in Calais, she said: “I would love to see the 
Olympic flame pass through the streets of 


Dover, but I would also like to see it come to my 
town as well. There is no reason why the flame 
cannot pass through the streets of both towns - 
ending its journey across 
the Continent here and 
then arriving for the last 
leg in Dover.” 

Mme Bouchart said her 
support reflected the close¬ 
ness of the two towns. 

“We have common goals 
and look to co-operate as 
much as possible,” she said. 

“At this event for instance 
[the Christmas launchl we 
are extending an invitation 
for all our friends from 
across the Channel to come 
and take part.” 

'The Olympic torch today 
is ignited several months 
before the opening celebra¬ 
tion of the Olympic Games at the site of the 
ancient Olympics in Greece. 

Eleven women, representing the roles of 


priestesses, perform a ceremony in which the 
torch is kindled by the light of the sun, its rays 
concentrated by a mirror. 

It is then carried by a 
series of runners to the 
location of the Games. 

The Olympic Torch Relay 
ends on the day of the 
opening ceremony in the 
central stadium of the 
forthcoming Games. 

'The final carrier is often 
kept secret until the last 
moment and is usually a 
sports celebrity of the host 
country. 

He or she runs towards a 
cauldron, often placed at 
the top of a grand stair¬ 
case, and then uses the 
torch to start the flame in 
the stadimn. 

After being lit, the flame continues to bum 
throughout the Olympics and is extinguished 
on the day of the closing ceremony.

Charity sheds light on 
numbers of homeless 


THE true extent of the homeless¬ 
ness problem in Dover is being 
rmdermined by the way that num¬ 
bers are collated, says a charity that 
deals with the problem. 

Figures issued last week show just one per¬ 
son was recorded as sleeping rough in Dover, 
with evidence of at least two more, during an 
annual check in the district by Porchhght. 

They conducted a survey in six districts in 
Kent as part of the eighth Kent-wide rough 
sleeper count. 

The districts were: Thanet, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway Ashford and Swale but the 
results are ambiguous as certain stipulations 
govern who can and can’t be classed as a rough 
sleeper. 

For instance, if a person is sitting up in their 
bed materials in a doorway then they cannot be

counted as an actual rough sleeper. The rules 
are proving a problem for the charity, who say 
it does not give an accurate representation of 
the problem. 

Porchhght’s Mark Parry said: “Unfortunately 
the figures are not a true refiection of the home¬ 
lessness problem in any of the areas. In Thanet 
for example we kn ow of more than one rough 
sleeper.” 

Part of the problem is that the numbers do 
not include the so-called “hidden homeless”, 
who may spend their time staying with fiiends. 
The issue is often known as “sofa surfing”. 

Mr Parry added: “Rough sleepers also 
find places to sleep that are not obvious to 
locate, due to the dangers they face on the 
streets.” 


He said the figures collected on the night 
were only a “snapshot” and between July and 
September this year 295 referrals were 
received for their service, with 60 per cent of 
them rough sleepers. A third of all the referrals 
are aged 18 to 24. 

Mr Parry said there was “massive demand” 
for their help ranging from those who slept 
rough, to people being released from prison 
with nowhere to go to those facing imminent 
eviction. 

The Porchlight charity, formerly called East 
Kent Cyrennians, rolled out their service coun¬ 
tywide in January. 

Mr Parry said: “The level of support for the 
cormty including Dover, has greatly increased 
but it has also served to further show the need 
of homeless and vulnerable people across 
Kent.”

QHow do you see your job? 

n My role is to oversee the whole charity and 
irdbreaks down into two main areas - current 
and future projects. For the current projects, I 
monitor the overall quality of the services we 
provide - whether that be hostels for homeless 
people or support to prevent people from 
becoming homeless. I carry out internal 
inspections and make sure reports for funders 
are completed to deadlines. I attend many 
meetings with other agencies such as local 
cormcils and social services. For future proj¬ 
ects, I work on ideas for developing new serv¬ 
ices to help vulnerable people. 

QWhat is the most challenging aspect of it? 

H Having enough hours in the day to get 
TOthrough everything. This sector is forever 
changing and it’s really important to embrace 
any change, but that’s not always easy. When 
I first started with Porchlight, nine years ago 
as a hostel manager, the charity only had 20 
staff and helped about 60 clients at any one 
time. We now have 100 staff and can support 
more than 500 clients, so things have really 
changed. However, one of the things I enjoy 
most about the job is that it’s varied, interest¬ 
ing and no two days are ever the same.

How best can you help people? 

Porchlight helps people in three ways - 
nutreach, housing and preventative work. 


Om- street outreach team works across Kent 
by finding rough sleepers and helping them 
get housed and access to the basics such as 
health care, food and benefits. We also provide 
supported housing across east Kent - most are 
general hostels for homeless people, but some 
are specialist projects, for example for those 
with mental health issues or for young people. 
Finally, we support people in their own homes 
who are vulnerable to prevent them becoming 
homeless in the first place. 

Q Are there any things which could be changed in law to 
help your work? 

A Funding is always difficult to gain. It would 
be better if longer-term funding was avail¬ 
able, for example some funders will only fund 
for a year, which is problematic in that it can 
take quite a while to set up a project, but if it 
is only for a year it can be hard to retain staff. 
Three-year frmding or longer is much easier to 
work with. 

Q What things could be done to better support the people 
with whom you work? 

n More rmderstanding from people about 
** homelessness and those who are affected 
by it. Sometimes people make a lot of assump¬ 
tions about the people we work with which 
just aren’t true. The clients we work with are 
very diverse - we work with people as young 
as 16 and up to 65 years, men and women. 
Some are from good backgrounds, some are 
not - basically homelessness can happen to 
anyone.

How do you feel about the award nomination? 


I am very excited. I feel honoured to be 
^ nominated and it’s a chance to get Porch¬ 
light recognised to a wider audience. It’s also 
an excuse to buy a new dress! 

QWill you be celebrating? 

II I am attending the ceremony with my hus- 
** band, so I’m sure we’ll be celebrating there 
if I am lucky enough to win. However, just 
going to the ceremony itself will be very excit¬ 
ing and a great opportunity to meet others.

How do you relax outside work? 


n I belong to a number of amateur dramatic 
/ragroups in east Kent, including the Arden 
Theatre in Faversham and Heme Bay Little 
Theatre. Being in plays is a great way to relax 
and meet new people. I love to read, as well, 
and belong to a book group called Ex Libiis.

I What are your current projects? 


H Porchlight is about to open a new accom- 
modation project called George Culmer 
Court in Thanet. It’s our first new accommoda¬ 
tion project for over three years, so we are very 
excited. The project is for those with mental 
health issues and is unique in Kent as there 
will be our staff, the Mental Health Trust staff 
and Housing 21 all working together.

New limits on booze 
cruisers hit county 


BUSINESSES and ports in Kent 
will be hardest hit by a vote in the 
European Parliament that threat¬ 
ens to end the booze cruise trade, 
the leader of the UK Independence 
Party has warned. 

Nigel Farage, a Euro MP for the South East, 
criticised the new guidelines, which would cut 
the amount of cigarettes and alcohol that Brits 
can bring back from the Continent, blaming 
the move on “appalling pmitans”. 

Under the rules the tobacco allowance wUl be 
slashed by almost 90 per cent and drink limits 
by half “It is tough enough with the fall of the 
pound against the euro,” said Mr Farage. 

“A booze cruise to Calais or Boulogne is a 
good fun day out and very good for Kent, good 
for Kent business and good for the ports. 

“If you take away the cheap fags and booze.

people will not go in big numbers - and who 
does that benefit? 

“It is just these appalling puritans wanting 
to control every aspect of our lives, and people 
will go on smoking and drinking, of course.” 

But those in favour of the guidelines on cross- 
Channel shopping said it would put a stop to 
cheap alcohol and cigarettes being resold. 

In a knife-edge vote last week, 328 MEPs 
were in favour and 319 against the strict new 
guidelines for “personal consumption”. 

Three out of 10 South East Euro MPs, who 
represent Kent, voted in favour of the legis¬ 
lation, which could come into force in two 
years’ time - Caroline Lucas, leader of the 
Green Party, LibDem Sharon Bowles and 
Labour’s Peter Skinner. 

MEPs backed new guidelines of 400 cigar¬ 


ettes, 200 cigarillos and 100 cigars, compared 
with UK Customs limits for returning trav¬ 
ellers of 3,200 cigarettes, 400 cigarillos and 
200 cigars. 

With drink, the European parliament 
defined personal consmnption as five litres of 
spirits, 45 litres of wine and 55 litres of beer, as 
opposed to UK Customs guidelines for person¬ 
al consumption as ten litres of spirits, 90 litres 
of wine and 110 litres of beer. 

Mr Farage said he planned to fight the cuts. 

“I think there is going to be intensive 
lobbying against it now. Kent will be hardest 
hit because there is nowhere else you can fea¬ 
sibly go for a day trip to France from.” 

However, a spokeswoman for ferry operator 
P&O said the company did not think the new 
rules would affect trade. “There will still be no 
legal limit on the amormt of goods you can 
bring back. They are levels, not limits. They 
are a guide for Customs officers to work by.” 


Gap year travel 
plans could earn 
£1,000 bonus 

A PROJECT entitled gapyearlotto could be 
about to bring a new angle to researching 
student travel. 

Aimed at 17- to 26-year-olds, gapyearlotto. 
com claims to offer a new way to explore the 
world. 

People who register have every click they 
make on the website’s links recorded. 

Each click then acts as a raffle ticket in a 
£1,000 monthly giveaway. 

The project is the work of gap year stu¬ 
dent Charlie Walker. Fed up with using the 
internet at random, he decided to design his 
own programme which focused on showing 
off what different countries had to offer. 

A spokesman said: “So gapyearlotto.com 
was born. Despite the name, a gap year is 
not required to users. 

“They just have to be in the student age 
group and interested in travel. The cash on 
offer can be used to fund the travel that 
someone has researched.” 

The project is in its final stages of comple¬ 
tion, and aims to larmch on January 1.

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Campaign signs 
up to save fives

SPEED camera sites are set 
to have posters fixed to them 
spelling out just why they 
are there to slow down 
motorists. 

Amid continued claims that speed 
cameras are installed purely to boost 
revenue streams, the Kent & Medway 
Safety Camera Partnership has 
launched a scheme whereby posters 
show the number of casualties in the 
three years before each camera was 
set up. 

The latest stage of the Speed 
Shatters Life campaign was launched 
this week with head injuries charity 
Headway. 

It is hoped that the green posters 
will highlight just why the cameras 
are necessary. 

The partnership says each safety 
camera acts as a memorial for those 
who have been killed or seriously 
injured on the county’s roads and it 
hopes the current poster campaign 
will make motorists slow down and 
think about their driving, not only at 
camera sites but on all roads in the 
county. 



Katherine Barrett, communications 
officer for the partnership, said: 
“Speed Shatters Life aims to remind 
road-users that cameras have been 
installed to prevent death and serious 
injury on roads in Kent and Medway 
and are not there to make money. 

“Since the partnership launched in 
July 2002, there has been an average 
58 per cent reduction in those killed or 


seriously injm-ed at all our camera 
sites. 

“We hope that on seeing the posters 
motorists will slow down and stick 
within the legal speed limit for every¬ 
one’s safety.” 

Linda Kerley Headway East Kent 
chief executive, said: “Road traffic 
crashes cause up to 50 per cent of all 
brain injuries and Headway are there¬ 
fore more than happy to work with 
the partnership to help reduce these 
numbers. 

“A brain injury is a hidden disability 
which affects not only the survivor of 
a crash but also their family and 
fnends.” 

The Headway East Kent charity 
covers Canterbury, Thanet, Ashford, 
Dover and Folkestone and offers sup¬ 
port and care for those who have sus¬ 
tained a severe head injmy, together 
with their families or carers. 

The charity is affiliated to Headway 
- the brain injury association which is 
the only UK charity dedicated to the 
care and reintegration of the head- 
injured into the community.

Youngsters learn 
to junk fast food 


THE majority of youngsters in 
the South East are unaware of 
the effects that eating junk food 
can have, according to a British 
Heart Foundation (BHF) survey 
published on Monday. 

It revealed almost eight out of 
ten children (78 per cent) were 
unaware a shortened life was the 
worst consequence of eating 
badly. Almost half (46 per cent) of 
all eight- to 15-year-olds thought 
the most dangerous side-effects 
of junk food were making them 
put on weight, causing their 
teeth to rot, giving them spots, or 
making them unpopular. 

The charity released the new 
survey results as it launched its 
latest Food4-Thought initiative 
and its new online game, the 
Yoobot, to help children to make 
informed food choices. 

Latest predictions show two- 
thirds of children will be over¬ 


weight or obese by 2050 and 
today’s youngsters may be the 
first generation to live shorter 
lives than their parents. 

Almost a third (31 per cent) of 
10- and 11-year-olds are over¬ 
weight or obese. 

The Yoobot is an online game 
(yoobot.co.uk) which allows child¬ 
ren to play with their future, 
helping them understand the 
long-term effects of a poor diet. 

BHF director of prevention 
and care, Mike Knapton, said: 
“Today’s junk food generation 
are missing the fact that eating 
unhealthily can have dire conse¬ 
quences on long-term health. 

“The Yoobot is an innovative 
way for children to explore the 
effects of eating a diet of junk 
food. It is now more important 
than ever for children to be edu¬ 
cated enough to take control of 
their diets.”

The 
lights are the latest gift provided by the 
Parent Teacher Association. 

Chairwoman Heather Bradley said: “It was 
a big project to raise enough for the lights. But 
the improvements to the hall are fantastic and 
the children take huge pride in their shows 
and assemblies, which deserve to look great.” 

Through fimd-raising events such as the 
Summer Sizzle, the PTA has been providing 
much-needed equipment and extras for the 
school. 

Among the items bought are swim-bags for 
the swimming galas and new furniture for the 
reception area. The playground is more fun, 
with new markings for games such as hop¬ 
scotch and giant snakes-and-ladders.

THERE’S no end to the bombard¬ 
ment of news nowadays. 

Twenty-four-hour news channels, daily 
newspapers, weekly newspapers, Sunday 
newspapers, local newspapers, on-line newspa¬ 
pers, news blogs... 

You can even get news alerts texted to your 
mobile phone. Or interact with news prog¬ 
rammes by pressing the red button - some¬ 
thing I am proud to say I have never done. 

We have breaking news, latest news, updat¬ 
ed news, sports news, political news, business 
news, John Sergeant Quits Celebrity Come 
Dancing News. 

You can even get weather news if you are 
news-starved to the point of utter madness. 

But is news so important in our lives? What 
if the news stopped? What if you woke up one 
morning to find news had been outlawed? 

Would your day be very different? I suggest 
not. The boss would still be a plonker, the kids 
would still need picking up from school, the cat 
would still have fleas, and that electricity bill 
would still have you reaching for the whisky. 

Personally, almost everything I read in the

How did the charity start? 

I was born in Galle and most of my friends and family are 
there. When I turned on the TV on Boxing Day 2004 to 
see those terrible tsunami images, with passengers at 
Galle bus station being swept away in the raging waters, 
I knew at once that I had to do something to help. 

Many of my friends and family died in the disaster. For 
all the millions of pounds donated to the Disasters 
Emergency Committee, it quickly became apparent that 
the money was not getting through to those who needed 
it Business colleagues urged me to start my own charity 
to help the victims directly. 

What sort of work does the charity carry out in Sri 
Lanka? 

Our first priority was to build houses for tsunami families. 
Now our focus is on providing scholarships and shoes for 
poor children and facilities for schools. VVe now have 167 
children, some of them orphans, happily going to school 
thanks to the 1,000 rupees a month (£5) scholarships 
given by UKFG donors. 

Our aim is to help them until they go to university. 
Unlike big charities, our donors can see the end result of 
their donation, be it a bright child doing well at school or 
300 children all proudly walking with new shoes. Some of 
our supporters go to Sri Lanka on holiday and meet the 
children at the same time. It is so rewarding on both sides.

LEONARDO DiCaprio 
has come a long way from 
being the 23-year-old 
heartthrob who sparked 
teenage mania in the 
blockbusting tearjerker 
Titanic. 

Ten years on he still has the 
same youthful good looks, which 
today are partially covered with a 
little beard, and he still draws a 
screaming crowd to premieres, 
but he’s a far more serious actor. 

He campaigns about the envi¬ 
ronment, is politically outspoken 
and chooses his roles carefiiUy. 

When we meet to discuss his 
latest film. Body Of Lies, at a 
swish Lon(ion hotel, it’s just days 
after Barack Obama’s historic US 
presidential election victory and 
DiCaprio is clearly thrilled. 

“I was in Rome [on election day]. 
I stayed up all night and watched 
the results come in and it was an 
overwhelming, resounding victory 
for our fantastic new president. I 
couldn’t be more excited,” he says. 

Appropriately, Body Of Lies 
deals with the very real ramifica¬ 
tions of the outgoing President 
George W Bush’s ‘war on terror’ in 
the Middle East. 

DiCaprio plays Roger Ferris, a 
CIA agent on the ground, spying 
on terrorist cells, while a fattened- 
up Russell Crowe plays Ed 
Hoffman, who plans Ferris’ opera¬ 
tions from his laptop back home 
in the USA. 

The 34-year-old said: “In a tur¬ 
bulent time like this, when the US 
is occupying the Middle East, 
here you have a highly trained 
CIA operative who’s very effective 
at what he does, he’s forged valu¬ 
able relationships in the Middle 
East but he’s not looking for that

quick fix, the appearance of victo¬ 
ry, he’s looking for long-term solu¬ 
tions and he’s trying to respect 
the culture and reach a positive 
result. Meanwhile his country is 
constantly undermining him and 
usurping his intelligence and I 
feel like my character was operat¬ 
ing in a higher moral context than 
his cormtry would like him to, and 
that’s fascinating for me. 

“He also goes on a long journey 
where he isn’t beholden to any 
country or idealistic thought or 
political regime, and he doesn’t 



necessarily believe in the war. 
What a great character to be able 
to play, certainly at a time like 
this.” 

You could almost believe that 
DiCaprio was talking about him¬ 
self or the new US administra¬ 
tion. 

“There’s a lot of differences 
between the old administration 
and the new one,” he says. 

“Obama’s been very vocal about 
wanting to stop the war in the 
Middle East and the American 
people have spoken in droves 


about that as well. What’s been 
beautiful for me, going on this 
film tour, is to see how supportive 
the rest of the world has been 
about Obama winning. 

“It’s really a special time in my 
life to watch this historic event 
and it’s been more profound that I 
ever imagined.” 

In January, DiCaprio will team 
up with Titanic co-star Kate 
Winslet again in the Oscar-tipped 
Revolutionary Road, directed by 
Winslet’s husband, Sam Mendes. 

But rather than recapturing the 
star-crossed lovers on the doomed 
ship, DiCaprio and Winslet play a 
young couple in 1950s America, 
struggling to make their relation¬ 
ship work. 

“She’s one of my best fnends 
and we’ve been in communication 
a lot since Titanic. This project 
sort of came out of nowhere, it was 
one she had secretly been devel¬ 
oping,” he explains. 

‘We both knew the territory 
very well and all the stuff that 
would come with us working 
together again, but this was a 
unique piece of material. For a 
relationship movie, this was dia¬ 
metrically opposed to what we 
had done before.”

WE’RE pretty lucky here in Kent: 
we can genuinely boast some beau¬ 
tiful countryside, some great res¬ 
taurants and decent days out. 

All in aU it’s a good place to hve. 

And when we want to get away for a few 
days, we are smely the best-placed in Britain: 
Europe is just 22 miles away. 

I never understand why people subject 
themselves to a day driving to Devon or 
Cornwall only to face endless jams and over¬ 
priced food. 

Heading across the Channel has always 
seemed the better option to me. 

Two hours on a ferry and you are in a charm¬ 
ing foreign country and, if the mood takes you, 
you can be in a Mediterranean cafe in less 
time than it takes you to drive to a Cornish 
beach in summer. 

And for a short break, France has always 
offered the people of Kent a lot. 

I’d forgotten what Dunkirk was like. It’s 
right on our doorstep, really, but over the years 
I have missed it because I’ve either turned 
right at the port heading for Le Touquet or 
Normandy, or if I have tmned left I’ve general¬ 
ly been heading for Germany or farther east. 

NorfolkLine ferries out of Dover will take 
you to Dunkirk port in two hours for just £19 
if you choose your time right. 

WeU, the port’s not actually in Drmkirk; the 
town’s another 11km east, but don’t miss the 
charming httle town of Gravehnes, which is 
actually much closer and definitely worth a visit. 

A waUed town surrounded by canals, it has 
markets twice a week, pretty architecture and 
my meal in Le Harlequin restaurant near the 
seafront ranks in my top ten seafood meals... 
ever. 

Dunkirk, though, is a bustling town which 
still feels prosperous and balances nicely its 


historic past and industrial present with the 
shopping and restaurants that are demanded 
by visitors. 

After a few days in France the only thing I 
ever miss is a decent cup of tea, so I was pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find a really lovely tearoom. 
La Palmeraie. 

It’s decorated with an African jungle theme, 
tucked away just off the main shopping centre, 
and it is popular with locals of all ages who 
popped for a cup of Darjeeling or Earl Grey (or 
about a dozen other t 3 q)es), along with a crepe 
or gaufre (a pancake or waffle respectively). 

Dunkirk has a lot of history. Founded in the 
8th century, it is still France’s third most 
important port (and, I learned, the very last 
city to be liberated in 1945). 

Damn, I was determined not to mention 
1940, Operation D 3 mamo or the Little Ships, 
so I won’t - but be assured the town has not 
forgotten. 

History goes back way before the wars, 
though, so look out for Jean Bart. You won’t miss 
him, there’s a huge statue in the centre of town. 


aforementioned M. 
Bart’s successes, there is a special exhibition 
rmtil January: TTie Story of the Liner. 

Dunkirk made 11 between 1914 and 1966 
and the museum shows models with mock-up 
cabins and uniforms. But the jewel for me is the 
24-minute colour promotional film from 1953. A 
true insight into the time, complete with period 
racial stereotyping and everyone smoked (well, 
they were French). 

Nowadays smoking 
indoors is banned and 
the social character of 
France has changed 
slightly. But for a cou¬ 
ple of days, the town 
offers a convenient 
taste of France on our 
doorstep.

Tenants can 
look beyond 
social sector' 

HOUSING minister Margaret Beckett 
has distanced herself from reports that 
the Government is considering scrap¬ 
ping lifetime social tenancies, but she 
has said she would like to see people try 
to move into the private sector. 

Speaking at a seminar organised by 
The Smith Institute think tank, Mrs 
Beckett described the housing reform 
green paper on social housing as “very 
much a work in progress”. 

She said: “IVe made no decision, and 
nor has any minister, on the content and 
timing of the green paper. 

“We’ve made substantial improve¬ 
ments to the housing stock, [but] we’ve 
not been nearly so good in investing in 
people who are living in these homes.” 

And Mrs Beckett indicated that she 
wanted to encourage social tenants or 
would-be social tenants to look beyond 
social housing to the private sector. 

“If people could find greater stability 
and security in the private rented sector, 
or could take advantage of low-cost 
home ownership, then maybe fewer 
would think social housing was their 
only option,” she said. 

Charity alarmed by 
economic distress 

EIGHTY per cent of those who took part 
in a recent survey want the Government 
to be more active in helping homeown¬ 
ers at risk of having their homes repos¬ 
sessed to combat the risk of people being 
forced on to the streets this winter. 

The poll, for homeless 
charity St Mungo’s, 
also found 52 per cent 
of Britons are con¬ 
cerned about their 
financial situation and 
more are now cutting 
down their spending on 
gas, electricity, heating 
and food. 

“We are witnessing a 
downturn in the econo¬ 
my that is being felt at 
all levels of society,” said St Mungo’s 
chief executive Charles Fraser. 

“The Government needs to act quickly 
if we are to avoid a sharp increase of 
rough sleepers on the streets.” 


THE economic situation could 
mean a new approach for profes¬ 
sionals selling homes, according to 
experts. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors says the business of t 3 rpical ‘old- 
style’ estate agents has hit a 30-year low, sell¬ 
ing an average of just one home a week. 

Property auctions have usually been regard¬ 
ed as a surefire way of getting rid of homes 
that are difficult to shift, but one last month 
involved 74 lots of homes and land - and 
received just three bids and no sales. 

While some vendors are now adopting 
unusual tactics, from staging raffles to throw¬ 
ing in free cars or holidays with their homes, a 
few pioneering estate agents are considering 
revolutionising the way they sell properties. 

Lauristons estate agency is now charging a 
£999 flat fee for selling a home instead of the

two per cent to three per cent charged by most 
of its high street rivals, saving prospective sell¬ 
ers of average priced properties as much as 
£ 8 , 000 . 

“The market’s changing and the cmrent eco¬ 
nomic climate means it probably won’t be the 
same in the future,” warned the firm’s sales 
and marketing director, Steve Truman. 

Thomley Groves, a traditional estate agency 
chain, has bought 25 per cent of Brightsale, a 
pioneering online estate agency. 

Brightsale has no physical ‘branch’. Its 
trained negotiators instead advise sellers on 
how to handle buyers, and will arrange floor 
plans, photographs and brochures. The fee, if a 
home sells, is 0.5 per cent, or only a sixth of the 
levy by many conventional agents. 

‘We’d been searching for a way to bring 


estate agencies into the 21st century. Clients 
love what we do but in the internet era they 
expect more.” said Thomley Groves’ managing 
director, Michael Groves. 

“Estate agencies have a long way to go to 
harness the power of the internet for the ben¬ 
efit of their customers.” 

Two other estate agents are trying a differ¬ 
ent idea - swapping houses. Lynn Thompson 
and Chris Tinsley run separate agencies but 
have joined forces to try to ‘match’ sellers, who 
are encouraged to swap properties of equal 
value, or trade up or down and pay the differ¬ 
ence 

While some of these pioneering efforts may 
fall by the wayside when the housing market 
picks up - business consultancies and agents 
themselves suggest 2010 as the earliest date 
that will happen - at least a few of these 
schemes may last long enough to become 
mainstream as house selling changes.

Asda sparits price war

Ford changes into top 
gear with new Fiesta 


HAVING done more than anyone 
to make the supermini popular 
in the UK after launching the 
original Fiesta in 1976, Ford then 
rested on its laurels. 

The company wiU say the newly-larmched 
replacement is the ‘Mark VII’, but it is really 
only the fourth generation. 

Ford has tmned Fiesta facelifts into an art 
form and even managed to spin-off the guts of 
one version to create the underpinnings of the 
original Ka. You just have to admire such 
salesmanship and nerve, though it helps when 
you are market leader and have a vice-like grip 
on the fleet sector. 

But times are changing: the nation wants to 
downsize and cut costs and emissions while 
Ford would like to ease out of the cut-throat 
business sector, move upmarket and woo 
private buyers. 

The US car giant is also looking outside 
the Fiesta’s traditional UK and Europe strong¬ 
hold, to create a global supermini with all the 
consequent economies of scale. 

So, instead of dithering with a facelift of the 
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then all-new - but not especially loved - 2002 
Fiesta, Ford has gone for another fresh start. 

And it’s an impressive one. 

Physically, the car is the same scale as before, 
rather than a ‘super-supermini’ like the 
Peugeot 207 and Renault CUo, perhaps to 
protect sales of the bigger Focus. 

Nevertheless, I thought the knee room good, 
though lofty passengers wiU just have to lump 
it, for the terrific coupe roofline common to both 
body styles. 

Styling inside is typically well-arranged and 
quality and durability is top-notch, but the 
drive clinches the deal for me; a weU-judged 
balance between typically sharp handling 
and ride, light yet responsive steering and a 
terrific gearshift. 

It is a tough call deciding the engine though. I 
hke the all-round competence of the 1.4 TDCi 
diesel, but the fiugal road tax-exemphlow emis¬ 
sion 1.6TDCi diesel ECOnetic is due in January. 

Then again, do not ignore the petrol models; 
they are so quiet and frugal that they could be 
your best buy if petrol versus diesel pump 
prices stiU diverge and your mileages are only 
average.

A HUGE shake-up of the publicly- 
funded business support structure 
across the South East is to take 
place over the next two years. 

A new network of eight so-caUed ‘innovation 
and growth teams’ is being set up across the 
region. One wiU be in Kent, but the exact loc¬ 
ation has yet to be decided. 

Teams - being generated by the South East 
England Development Agency (Seeda) - will 
focus on regional growth areas and will merge, 
under one umbrella, a range of business sup¬ 
port activities. 

It’s all part of the Government’s wide- 
ranging agenda to reduce the number of 
pubhcly-fimded business support schemes and 
simplify the system by 2010. 

Each of the nation’s regional development 
agencies is working out its own programme 
and the team idea is Seeda’s own approach. 

In the South East, there will be a greater 
emphasis on the role of Business Link, and 
Seeda is inviting applications from sub¬ 
regional partnerships to form teams. 

Seeda says the initiative will give a broader 
approach to promoting innovation and growth. 

Teams will target support on potentially 
high-growth businesses, in comparison with 
the county’s enterprise hub network, which 
focuses on earfy-stage entrepreneurial individ¬ 
uals and companies to help bring ideas to mar¬ 
ket quickly and profitably 

Kent’s hubs are based in Canterbury, 
Sittingboume and Medway, but the idea is 
that the new teams will have more resom’ces 
at their disposal. 

A Seeda statement said: “Teams will be 
working with ambitious companies that are 
further along the development path and are 
aiming to make step changes in terms of their 
growth.” 

Marilyn Huckerby head of Seeda’s business 
innovation and growth, said: “It will represent 
better use of expertise, knowledge and best 
practice, and accelerate business through the 


growth stages from start-up to corporate.” 

She said the teams would “focus intensive 
support on a relatively small number of busi¬ 
nesses”. Each team will work with 250 com¬ 
panies at any one time. 

Firms with growth potential will be picked 
where there is some perceived barrier or chal¬ 
lenge holding them back and referrals would 
take place via Business Link through a range 
of initial avenues. 

She added: “The new definition of innovation 
is broader in order to better target high 
growth potential. It doesn’t just cover high- 
technology products, but also new ways of 
doing things. 

“The end-game is to generate more revenue 
from new or significantly improved products 
and services.” 

Will the idea save any money? Seeda said: 
“The development of the teams is not about 
saving money. It is about bringing together the 


funding that was going into a nmnber of differ¬ 
ent high-growth business support activities so 
it can be targeted more effectively and can be 
used to catalyse additional services and sup¬ 
port from local partners and stakeholders. 

“The economies of scale that this generates 
mean that more money can be diverted to 
those companies with significant potential.” 

Sub-regional partnerships will be private 
and public local organisations. Seeda says 
each will be led by a so-called business cham¬ 
pion and will involve universities, research 
centres. Business Link, local authorities and, 
where appropriate, business associations such 
as the Institute of Directors and chambers of 
commerce. 

Interestingly they can also be concerned 
with “developing innovative solutions to local 
economic issues, for example transport, ageing 
population and where businesses and pubhc 
sector could work together”.

DAVE Cook came to H 3 fthe Town’s rescue 
with two late goals to snatch victory from the 
jaws of a third straight defeat.

Seasiders' slide an 
ordeal for Cugley 

NEIL Cugley says it has been “horrible” to 
watch his Folkestone Invicta side gradually 
disintegrate over the last month due to 
financial problems at the club. 

The Seasiders have not won since beating 
Corinthian Casuals on October 25. The vic¬ 
tory took them up to second in the Ryman 
South, but it was the last game before 
wages were halted due to debts in excess of 
£200,000 and players began to leave. 

To date, half a dozen first-choice players 
have gone and in the six games since then, 
Cugleys side have picked up only three 
points, slipping to eighth in the table. 

He said: “It’s horrible because we are com¬ 
petitive and want to win, but I know if we 
still had that side we would be second in the 
league.

We 
are conceding goals now we would never 
have conceded a month ago, but that’s what 
money buys you - experience. 

“A problem we have got is the defence is 
yormg. That’s where we’ve lost most of our 
players. We did have the best defensive 
record in the league, but now we don’t.” 

While the financial problems have ended 
hopes of an immediate return to the Ryman 
Premier, the form of young players such as 
Josh Burchell give the Invicta boss cause 
for optimism. 

He said: “It’s been hard, of course it has, 
but if you like a club you keep plugging 
away and hopefully it will tmn rormd. It 
will never be how it was, but if these play¬ 
ers keep getting better, then this time next 
year, who knows, we could be up at the top.”
